THE BRITISH | FLAG. . 


Alleged to Have Beon Hoisted on 
Chinese Territory, 


The allegation that the British flag has 
been hoisted beyond Mirs Bay is the sub- 
ject of further discussion in the Chinese 
papers. - Tie facts scom to, bo as follows. 
H.M.8. Waterwitch has been continuing 
her suryeying slong the coast opposite 
Mirs Buy, but in Chinese watery, near tho’ 
Prefecture of Ping Hoi. Tt is presumed 
that for some reason, proba Jy in order to 
continuo the surveying snecessfilly, it was 
necessary to hoist sonve flay upon the mnin- 
land, and as this was seen by some. of the 
people of the District city, thero was an 
uproar among themselves, and notice of 
whut .is alleged to have been done was 
sent te the Vicoroy, aud found its way 
into the-papérs. Tho incident lins led to 
some correspondonce between the Viceroy 
aud tho British Consu! General, and: so as 
far as official interference goce everyone is 
quite at ease. Such are penis alleged 
to have been the facts. 

On the other hand the papers ure taking 
hold “of the incident and trying to mako a 
mountain out of a molehill, The writers 
first. of all nppeal to international law, 
They pvint .out that whilst merchant 
steamers are allowed to go where they like 
on the wido main to trade, therecare local 
private waters that belong to the country 
whose shores they wash, and according to 
international law no warship is nllowed to 
enter these waters without permission of 
the Government concerned. Much less are 
they allowed to land thei men on the 
shore and hoist their own nation’s flag for 
any purpose whatscover. But the writers 
dé not stop here. They state that tho 
ulterior aim of the British in surveying 
these waters is to know all the inns and 
outs of the place; they seck tu seize the 
country for themselves sone duy ;. there- 
fore it is necessary for them to put them- 
solves in possession of this knowledge. 

To substantinte this statement readors 
are urged to remember the past, and to 
recall the history_.of_the-donlings—of- th 
Westerners with the Chinese. Indeed, it 
is said, if this is not the ulterior purpose 
cherished in tho heart, “‘ How is it that a 
nation that boasts of its civilization and 
knowledge, thus tyranically disregards and 
breaks all international law, and is thus 
careless of its reputation ? It is impossible 
but that we should speak these words.” It 
will he scen that considerable stir has been 
created among the reading people, and 
quite a storm ina teacup has been called 
forth. ~

whom. 1 have talked are quick to 
aay so. The Customs Service is Chinn's 
best arm, and is wielded in her intorest. 
It would seem at once wise and expedient 
for the protection of tmde to bo, in n 
measure, committed to thnt services But 
certainly no sane man, be he Chinese or 
Britisher, can doubt the need for some 
very decided improvement in conditions.

U.S, TRADE WITH CHIN. 


American trade with Chins had been 
increasing slowly but stendily until in tho 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1900, American 
exports to China amounted to $15,208,000, 
says the *‘Chicngo Tribune.” During tho 
next year exports fell off nearly 85,000,000 
on account of the Boxer troubles and 
reached tho lowest point in many years, 
$10,406,000. During the next four years 
4 vigorous attempt te capture the Chinese 
market increased American exports to 
China fivefold. The amount for 1905 was 
803,453,000. Then the boycott begun. 
Ten million dollars in trade was lost tho 
next yeur, nnd nearly $20,000,000 the 
noxt.. For tho year ending June 30,1907, 
the American exports to China amounted 
fo 825,704,000, Tess than half the mount 
two yenrs before. 

The threo chiof articles of export to 
China are cotton cloths, oil, and flour. In 
flour there has been an inereaso. Tho 
Chinese. must have it and cannot get all 
théy want elsewhere. In oi] a sharp do. 
cline from 1905 to 1906 hax been ‘in part 
recovered, probably for the samo reason. 
But the consumption of American cotton 
cloth fell from $20,641,000 in 1905 to 
$5,714,000 for the fiscal year 1907. Thia 
enormous loss cannot be accounted for in 
any way excopt asa result of the boycott. 

For these reasons the hearty weleome 
uiven Seeretary ‘Taft nb Shanghai is 
gratifying to the American people as an 
indication of returning friendship for 
America. China had no other friend in the 
negotiations following the Boxer troubles. 
It was due to the influence of the United 
States that tho territorial integrity of 
Chink was respected then and that the 
indemnity exacted was not put at a figure 
beyond China’s power to pay. The new 
ern of constitutions! gavernment upon 
which China is now entering will bring tho 
two putions moro closely together, und in 
spite of possible disagreoment over the 
question of coolio Inbour the truth cannot 
tong be unknown to the people of China- 
that it is to. their interest to cultivate 
more’ intimate trnde relations with the 
United States. 

What China needs most to-day is an im- 
proved system of internal communication. 
The peuple cannot sell unless they can 
transport their goods at a low rate, and 


| they cunnot buy unless they have-money 


tu spend, received ‘from the sale of their 
own products, A liberal fostering of rail- 
rouds aud steamship lines, an oponing to 
the world of the mineral wealth of China, 
a stublé govéinment, amd a diversified” 
scheme. of agriculture, -all-thase things will 
transform China. " : 

When tho purchasing power of tho aver- 
age Chinaiman-shall have been increased the 
trade of that country, with its enormous 
populution, will be the greatest of com- 
moreinl prizes. There is no reason why tho 
United States, in spite of Japancse, Ger-

reap the richest reward in the oriental field. 
It may sell less petroleum because of the 
competition of the Burmese wells, but it 
should supply a new China with agricultural 
implements and a hundred other products 
of American workshops.
